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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of tlie general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The substance of the Official Action mailed 4 December 2006 was 
discussed. The rejections under 35 USC 1 12 were discussed. 

The rejection over 2003/0232086 was agreed to be overcome by the Declaration under 1 .131 . 

US 5,219,877 (Shah) was discussed with regard to Shah disclosing the use of medium potency steroidal compounds. 

The question of whether the hydrocortisone valerate gel is a medium or low-medium steroid was discussed. 

The Declaration under 35 USC 1 .132 was discussed with regard to experimental comparison of the invention to the 

closest prior art.
